MAIN FIGHT COMING

Treaty Will Stand or Fall 
by Vote on That Article 
of League Covenant.

Washington, March 7.—Various 
methods of hastening action on the 


. peace treaty were discussed at con- 


ferences among republiaqan and dem- 
ocratic senators today as a result 
of the apparently universal senti- 
ment of the leaders that nothing 
in the direction of compromise 
would be gained by further delay- 
ing the decisive vote. 

It was said no final conclusions 
were reached, though it was pre- 
dicted in some quarters tomorrow’s 
session would see a formal agree- 
ment to limit debate on the six res- 
ervations which remain to be dis- 
posed of under the present program 
before the senate gives its atten- 
tion to article ten. It generally is 
conceded that by the decision on 
this article the treaty will stand or 
fali and all of the leaders have sald 
they were anxious to get through 
with details and start the fight on 

Plan of Bitter-Enders. 

The plan of the irreconcilable op- 
ponents of ratification to move to 
Swéeap all the other reservations 
aside and take up article 10 tomor- 
row may be abandoned if methods 
of hastening the final vote is 
agreed upon.

Wheeling, W. Va., March 7.—Anti- 
suffrage leaders headed by Mrs. E. 
T. Oliphant, of °‘Philadelphia, a 
national worker, arrived here last 
night to awalt the arrival of Sena- 
tor Jessie A. Bloch, of Wheeling, 
from California, who is expected 
to cast the deciding vote in the 
West Virginia senate next week 
when the federal suffrage amend- 
ment is brought up again by suf- 
frage leaders for ratification. 

No word of Senator Bloch has 
been made public since he left Los 
Angeles, as members of the ratifi- 
cation forces have declined to com- 
ment upon the probably time of his 
arrival or his objective—Charles- 
ton or Wheeling. The senate gcon- 
yenes tomorrow and suffrage lead- 
ors declare if Senator Bloch is not 
present they have sufficient votes 
‘o keep the senate in session until 
he does arrive. 


ANNISTON TO DECIDE 
_ UPON SCHOOL BONDS 


Anniston, Ala., March 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A call has been issued by the 
mayor and council for a special 
election on April 19 to decide if 
Anniston shall issue bonds in the 
sum of $250,000 for school improve- 
ment purposes. The call for the 
election followed the appearance 
before council of W. H. Acker, pres- 
ident of the Anniston National 
bank and of the city board of edu- 
cation; W. H. Weatherly, president 
of the First National bank; Charles 
R. Bell, president of the chamber 
of commerce, and others. 

The ordinance adopted by, the 
council calling for.the special elec- 
tion provides for the issuance /of 
$250,000 in 5 per cent 20-year bonds, 
carrying an increase in tax rates 
of 5 mills for that period. The 
money is to be used for the build- 
ing of a high school building, en- 
largement of the grammar school 
bulldings and the erection of such 
other grammar schools as may be 


necessary.

Return to Normal Looked 
for by Wednesday--Hun- 
dreds of People Visit 


Coal Yards Sunday to 
Get Fuel. 


With the information from At- 
lanta coal companies that more than 
thirty-five carloads of coal are in 
transit to dealers here, and the re- 
port that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville have issued an order that 
preference be given to shipments of 
coal to Atlanta, the threatened fuel 
famine is expected to be prevented 
and a return of the sjfuation to 
normal is looked for by Wednes- 
day. 

W. L. Randall, president of the 
Randall Bros. Coal company, said 
Sunday that his company has re- 
ceived notice of twelve or fifteen 
cars of coal which he hopes to 
place in the various yards of the 
company today. ‘He stated that the 
compahy caught up with all orders 
Saturday night and is prepared to 
meet those that come in today. No 


deliveries were made Sunday, al- 
though Mayor Key on’ Saturday is- 
sued permission to the coal dealers 
to do so. é 

R. R. Johnson, vice president of 
the Compbell Coal company, stated 
this his company experts the arival 
of twenty cars today. The yards of 
this company were open for busi- 
ness all day Sunday. Mr. Johnson 
said that although they have not 
been able to fill all the orders re- 
ceived they still have a number 
of cars on hand and will share this

Both Mr. Johnson and Mr. Randall 


asserted that if the railroads will 


handle the shipments as they should 
there will be no shortage of coal. 
Scenes at the coal yards which 
were open for business Sunday re- 
called those of the winter of 1917 
when Atlanta was almost coalless 
for many days. People whose store 
of fuel was scanty and who had 
become alarmed at the _ reported 
scarcity of coal, thronged to the 
yards on foot, some carrying Dbas- 
ets or other containers, others 
pushing wheelbarrows, while still 
others came in automobiles. Sale 
in most instances was restricted to 
a quarter of a ton as the limit. 
President Grover Meinert, of the 
Meinert Coal company, reported 
that he had sent a representative 
to Knoxville with instructions to 
procure accelerated movement “of 
coal shipments to Atlanta if pos- 
sible. He received word from his 
representative Sunday, who stated 
that he was in touch with officials 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad and that an order had 
been issued at Knoxville to let coal 
destined for Atlanta move regard- 


less of what is ahead of it. 

“Atlanta normally consumes be- 
tween 25 and 35 carloads of coal 
per day,” said Mr. Meinert, “but the 
city 18 now consuming about 650 
carloads per day. With the con- 
tinued co-operation of the railroads, 
I sincerely believe that the situation 
will be well in hand by Wednesday 
morning.

But It Is Not Believed 
They Lost Their Lives. 
Women Risked Lives to 
Save Valuables — Hotel 
Valued at $2,000,000.

Old Point Comfort, Va., March 7. 
—The Chamberlain hotel, nationally 
Known summer and winter resort, 
erected by congressional permission 
on the government reservation at 
Fortress Monroe, was destroyed late 
today by fire that started in a room, 
on the ground floor. So rapid was 
the spread of the flames thfough 
the’ hotel that in a little over two 
hours there. was nothing left but 
ruins. The Chamberlain was valued 
at $2,000°000 and there was $350,000 
insurance. 

Of the 200 guests and 170 em- 
ployees in the hotel at the time. 
several persons, as yet unidentified, 
are missing, but it is not believed 
they lost their lives. The confusion 
made it impossible to check the lists 
completel¥ tonight. . ; 

’ Worted Risk Lives. 

During the excitement several 
women guests put themselves in a 
peris in efforts to return to their 
rooms and save belongings, jewels, 
ete. Several of these were rescued 
by firemen who took them down 
the fire “escapes when they were’ 
cut off from the halls by flames 
and smoke. S 

In addition to the Chamberlain 


there were destroyed the large gen- 
eral store adjacent and the office 
of -the Adams express company. 
Boats from Baltimore and New 
York and other points wheich were 
to have called at Old Point Com- 
fort this afternoon did not dock, but 
continued on their way, lighted by 
the glare from the burning of the 
famous pile. 
Heard a Scream. 

» It was impossible tonight to as- 
certain definitely whether there was 
loss of life, reports of which came 
from two firemen active in the ear- 
ly battle to save the structure. One 
of these men ‘stated that when he 
directed a stream of water into an 
upper window he heard a stream 
from within. Another declared he 
Saw for a moment an elderly man 
accompanied by an elderly woman 
appear at a window which was al- 
most instantly obstructed by smoke 
and that he did not see them come 
from the building. In the confusion 
of the sudden alarm, the hotel reg- 
ister either was forgotten and 
burned or was locked in the hotel 
Safe. Army officers and the hotel 
management declared so far as 
they had been able to learn there 
was no loss of life. 

The -total loss, including the ho- 
tel and other buildings burned and 
the personal property of guests, is 
roughly estimated at between three 
and four million dollars. One very 
Wealthy woman, Mrs. Schwirnitz, is 
rumored to have suffered the loss 
of $100,000 in diamonds.

The Chamberlain was built j 
early '90’s by John Climbertain: fan 
mous in his day as proprietor of 
Chamberlain’s, a restaurant at 
Washington, which was the gather- 
ing place of men high in publie life. 

seven-story frame structure, it 
stood on the waterf ronf. clog2 by 
the fort and in late years there was 
talk of razing it to make room for 
development of the army post. But 
the hotel had become such a vital 
part of the army and navy life at 
Old Point Comfort that it remained. 

Before the war, when the fleet 
sailed in and out of Hampton Roads, 
the Chamberlain generally was 
filled with officers’ wives, and the 
Rreatest naval assemblage came 
here to witness the departure of the 
Amercan fleet onits voyage around 
the world.

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NO PERMANENT HARM 
DONE TO NAVY MORALE 


All Three Reports Agree 
on That Point—Reports 
Also Agree That Enlist- 
ed’ Men of Navy Were 
Not Properly Recognized 


Washington, March 7.—The wrar- 
gle over awards to navy offices of 
war decorations drew nearer A con- 
clusion tonight when Chairman Page 
of the senate naval committee made 
public the ‘ io of reports the inves- 
tigators of the sub-committee pro- 
duced, 

The three republican members 
joined in the majority report, which 
sharply criticised Secretary Daniels 
in some respects; while the two 
democrats submitted individual re- 
ports defending the _  secretary’s 
course and directing their attack 
in turn, at Admiral William 
S. Sims, the most prominent figure 
in the controversy stirred up over 
navy medals and crosses. | 

In one respect the three reports 
are unique, Théy agree on two 


points» that ho permanent harm has 


come to naval moralé as a result 
of the awardrs on the controversy 
and that enlisted men reeeived too 
small a share of recognition for 
their services. \ 

The majority report, signed by 
Senators Hale, McCormick and Poin- 
dexter, arraigns Mr. Daniels for not 
having fully advised his officers 
as to his plans in making awards 
and asserts that his policy of dec- 
orating officers who lost ships 
would be detrimental to the navy. 

Senator Pittman, in the first mi- 
nority report, characterized the in- 
vestigation as a tempest in a tea- 
pot “too ridiculous to be mentioned 
in connection with ‘the morale of a 
fighting navy.” 

In the second minority report, 
Senator Trammell declared flatly 
that navy: morale had not been 
harmed as Admiral Sims had con- 
tended and asserted that Mr. Dan- 
iels followed:established naval cus- 
tom in changing recommendations 
of his subordinates as those offi- 
cers themselves had done with 
proposals of their juniors. 

Conclusions of Majority. 

The majority report reached the 
following conclusions: 

That Secretary Daniels / did\not 
make known to. the service his 
policy as to awards, especially with 
regard to the relative importance of 
duty on shore and afloat. Fewer 
changes would have been necessary 
later had he done_ so, the report 
said. be 

That the secretary did not ascer- 
tain from the officers who recom- 
mended honors the relative order of 
merit and did not himself give 
sufficient consideration to that 
question, injury to the morale and 
depreciation of the value of awards 
resulting. 

That Secretary Daniels did not 
require a sufficiently high standard 
of meritorious conduct in conferring 
honors on officers who lost ships 
and was “more zealous to further 
the interest of commanders who lost 
ships than of other ‘ commanders 
who, instead of losing their ships, 
destroyed or seriously damaged the 
ships of the enemy.” 

That the statute governing naval 
awards should be amended to avoid 
future controversy. 

In regard to “certain matters not 
directly connected with ft 8s ques- 
tion of awards” developed during 
the hearings, referring to charges 
as to lack of full co-operation with 
the allied alternates made by Ad- 
miral Sims the report /Said théy 
were not at this time within the 
province of the committee. 

“The whole purpose of the sub- 
committee,” it continued, “has been 
not to G@ecide the personal differ- 
ence between officers of the navy 
or between officers of the navy and 
officialse of the navy department, 
but to assist in arriving at a settle- 
ment of the questions of awards in 
the navy which shall be for the best 
interests of the n “sg 

Ord ft Merit. 

The majority report laid stress on 
its statement that no attempt had 
been made to ascertain the order 
of merit among those recommended 
for .decorations. This was “most 


unfortunate,” it added, and _ the 
signers believed commanding of- 
ficers were best able to gauge rel- 
ative merit. 

“Had such a policy prevailed,”

MURDEROUS RAI 
BY VLA BANDITS 


Villa Himself Headed At- 
tack on Train—33 Per- 
sons Killed and Others 
Held for Ransom. 


March 


El Paso, 7.—Franaisco 


Villa commanded the bandits who 


held up and robbed the nogthbound 
Mexico City passenger train near 
Corralitos last Thursday, when 33 
persons were killed and several held 
for ransom, including one American, 
according to passengers who reach- 
ed Chihuahua City today. ; 
According to passengers the train 
was stopped by an explosive placed 
on the track which derailed the lo- 
comotive. A pitched battle ensued 
between fifty Yaqui soldiers of the 
train guard and Villa followers to 
the number of 300, commanded by 
Francisco Villa in person. Nine- 
teen soldiers, four civilians and ten 
bandits were kilted when the fight- 
ing ended with the retirement of a 
sub-lieutenant and six Yadquis, all 
of the train guard who remained 


unwounded. 
Villa then herded the passengers 


to a nearby hill, threatening them 
with death, <Apolinar Ruvalcaba, 
train conductor, and Jesug Garcia, 
Pullman conductor, were killed, the 
latter by a shot from Villa’s pistol. 

An American, Joseph Williams, 
an employee of the American 
Smelting and Refining company, 
and M. Nassar, an Arabian passen- 
ger, were held for ransom, while 
another American, R. W. Black, 
was not detained. 

Vainly attempting to open thé 
express car safe the bandits set 
fire to the train. Before leaving 
Villa harangued the passengers, 
telling them he was not a bandit, 
but that he was fighting for civil, 
liberty and to avenge the death of 
General Felipe Angeles. In the 
course of his talk he said trains 
would not be permitted to run. 

The passengers walked 24 kilo- 
meters north, where they were 
picked up by a train from Jimenez. 


It is reported a number of pas- 
sengers hidden in the cars were 
burned to death when tne train was 
destroyed, but this is not confirmed. 

At the El Paso office of the 
American Smelting and Refining 
company it was said no report of 
the capture of Williams had been 
received. ; | 

Military officials Juarez said 
they had no official port of the 
holdup. They explained. the inter- 
fuption of train service for the last 
two days as being due to shortage 
of equipment caused by northbound

Bourgeois and Lord Robert Cecil 
were predominant, respectively, on 
behalf of France and Great Britain. 
Both Wilson and House, your cor- 
respondent's informant states, re- 
peatedly and from case to case made 
their fellow commis- 
sioners that this or that article of 
the proposed Jeague covenant could 
only be accepted by the United 
States is so far as it did not run 
counter to the constitution. The 
commission was never left in doubt 
on such points, nor did any mem- 
ber of it ever raise the slightest 
objection to the “reservations” 
which the American delegates sub- 
mitted. The commission said 
“Amen” to them all. 

About Grey’s Letter. 

Viscount. Grey’s letter, setting 
forth that the senate reservations 
contain nothing objectionable to 
America’s war and peace, associ- 
ates, therefore informed President 
Wilson of something that he has 
known for a year past. It has no 
doubt happened that the reserva- 
tions formulated by Senator Lodge 
differ in text from the kind of 
reservations which the president al- 
luded to in the Paris commission 
discussions at the Hotel Crillon. But 
there is high authority for assert- 
ing that.in essence and substance 
they hardly vary a hair’s breadth. 

The president is being subjected, 
your correspondent learns, to strong 
pressure from many influential 
quarters, quite apart from the 
United States senate,*to abandon 
his uncompromising position, The 
contents of the white house letter 
bag, if they reach him, can leave 
him in little doubt that the country 
has lost patience. Mr. Wilson is be- 
ing adjured py fis vest rrienas ane 
by the best friends of the treaty 
not to sacrifice in a spirit of petty 
personal pride the chance at length 
offered to set the machinery of a 
league of nations in motion. One 
argument laid before the president 
within the past 48 hours, its au- 
thors hoped, would especially ap- 
peal to him.

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GERMANS SAY ALLIES. 


GUILTY OF WAR CRIMES. 


Berlin. March 7.—Germany does 
not intend to send the entente at 
present the list of allied citizens 
accused by Germany of misdeeds 
against her forces during the war, 
it was stated by Foreign Minister 
Mueller during the debate in the 
national assembly on the third 
reading of the bill to govern the 
German trial of persons accused « 
war crimes by the entente. 

The foreign minister declared he 
doubted whether the allies would 
punish any of their citizens. on 
the strength of German evidence 
and he was rather inclined to be 
lieve the German movement would 
only serve to unite the allied coali- 
tion more firmly. It was the unit- 
ed front of the German people _ in 
opposing the /allie@ demands for 
extradition of Germans, however, 
he declared, that had caused the al- 
lies to recede from their position, 
and not the pan-German clamor. 

The German records already com- 
piled, Herr Mueller stated, com- 
prised 312 pages of indictments 
against French individuals and 69 
against British. The data has been 
officially corroborated, he added, 
but he considered that the present 
was not an auspicious moment to 
make the list public, and the gov- 
ernment would reserve its decision 
as to publication for a later day. 
The German government, he added. 
would never demand the extradition 
of enemy generals. 

“The extradition 
tente is but an 


list of the en- 
expression of the 
cockiness of the victors,” he said. 
As to war misdeeds in general,’ 
Herr Mueller laid down the propo- 
sition that “swinishness and crime’ 
could be charged up to all the bel-_— 
ligerents.

In connection with the case, it 
is announced that a suit was filed 
in the United States district court 
last week against the Bank of Pal- 
metto by Alex Hyman & Co. a cot- 
ton firm of New Orleans, whereby 
the concern is trying to collect $25,- 
000 from “the bank. The suit al- 
leges that $25,000 was deposited by 
them in the Bank of Palmetto, and 
that they received telegraphic ac- 
knowledgment of the deposits from 
Bacheller. Later, they claim, drafts 
on the deposit were not 
by the bank. This suit was filed 
by Judge Arthur Powell and Attor- 
ney R. H. Jones, Jr.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF A BABY—xX. 
1 Was Particular About Clothes. 
Some kids I’ve lamped in my 

travels make me tired. They are 
dressed more like prize pups at a 
dog show. I wonder if their moth- 
ers -really think all that toggery 
adds one iota to a baby’s looks. Me 
for plain clothes.

What the Movement Is. 


of North America came into exist- 
ence in January, 1919, on, the 


initiative of the missionary 
of several evangelical churches.. It 
proposes to make a survey of.the 
religious needs in a clear and ap- 
pealing form.

UF MEAT BILL OF U. S. 


Consumers Asked by Gov- 
ernment to Purchase Less 
Costly Cuts. 


An intensive educational 
paign designed to lower the con- 


Sumer’s meat bill has been an- 
nounced by the department of jus- 
tice to begin within the next few 
weeks, Fair price commissioners 
in every state will be asked to di- 
rect and take part in the campaign 
of education, and the matter will 
be brought to the attention of all 
civic clubs and women’s organiza- 
tions. 

In support of the program, re- 
tailers, wholesalers and packing 
companies will be asked to appoint 
conference committees to co-operate 
with the fair price commissioners. 
It is expected that the efforts of 
the department will have the cO-ODp- 
eration of retail meat dealers 
throughout the country, as well as 
the packing industry, including 
several hundred different com- 
panies. 

“The department will attempt,” 
Says the statement, “to show the 
consumer the advantage of turning 
away from the high-priced cuts of 
meat, where the demand is now 
concentrated, to the less costly 
cuts, which constitute the bulk of 
the meat animal, and which, when 
correctly prepared, are of high nu-

A-B-C of Finance 
Farm Land Bonds

Through the federal farm loan | 
act two desirable ends have been 
sought for, and are in fair way tv 
become obtained in large measure. 
The first is that farmers have 
been an agency through which they 
can obtain mortgage loans at a fair 
rate of interest. The second is that 
bonds of an unusually high grade, 
exempt from taxation and backed

The law provides that in each 
such citv a federal land bank, with 
a minimum capitalization of 4$750,- 
000 be esaablished. The original 
capital for establishing these banks 
was provided by the national gov- 
ernment, but the ‘government’s 
share will grow less as time goes 
on, and the farmers themselves take 
over the organization. 

I.ocal control of the farm loan 
banks is obtained through associa- 
tions known as Farm Loan associa- 
tions, which are organized by the 
farmers themselves for their own 
For each $100 borrowed, 
must subscribe to 
$500 worth of stock in the associa- 
tion. and on this stock there is 


' double liability. which affords added 


the holders of farm 
loan bonds. he association grants 
loans only on first mortgages on 
improved land, and only to the ex? 
tent of 50 per cent of the value of 
the land and 20 per cent ‘of the 
value of permanent improvements. 
Two appraisements are made. Bor- 
rowers, further, must pay each year 
not only i ‘rest on the loan, but 
an additic. | sum sufficient to 
amortize the principal of the loan 
in a period between five and forty 
years. This operation is very sim!- 
lar to that of the ordinary building 
and loa association familiar in 
most American communities. 

The farm loan associations ob- 
tain their money from the federal 
land banks by indorsing, guarantee- 
first mort-

At the same time they 
must subscribe to the stock of the 
bank a sum equal to 5 per cent of 
the amount of their borrowings. As 
their borrowings incease they they 
will of course have greater con- 
trol of the banks. Upon these morr- 
gages as a basis. and with the ap- 
proval of the federal farm loan 
board. the central governing body 
of the whole system, the federal 
farm loan banks may issue bonds 
covering the amount of their own 
lendings. 

In the event that no farm loan 
associations have been or are like- 
ly to be organized in any given lo- 
cality, banks, trust “companies, sav- 
ings banks and mortgage companies 
may act as agents for the federal 
land Watik of the district in the role 
of intermédiary between prospective 
borrowers and the —— In such 
cases the agent instead of the as- 
sociation indorses and guarantees 
the mortgage. There is a legal limit 
on the amount of such indorsementis 
which any institution may under- 
take. 

Such is the organization behind 
the farm loan bonds: which are con- 
stantly coming into the market. 
Their security is unusually strong. 
First is the property itself. Then 
comes the farm loan association 
with its double liability, or the 
agent whose indorsement appears, 
and finally the eapital and surplus 
of the farm loan bank. There is 
further protection in the growing 
sinking fund held by the associa- 
tion, as the original loans are grad- 
ually amortized. Finally, there is 
the provision of the law that the 
bonds of any farm loan bank are 
the joint liability of all such banks, 
both as to interest and principal. 

The bond are issued in either 
coupon or registered form. Those 
that have been issued mature in 
twenty years, though a special pro- 
Vision says that they may be re- 
demed at par after five years. 
Their denominations are $25, $50, 
$100, $500 and $1,000. Their interest 
rate cannot be more than 5 per 
cent. The prevailing rate up to the 
present has been 4% per cent. The 
bonds are called by the law “in- 
strumentalities of the United States 
government” and as such are ex- 
empt from federal, state and local 
taxes of every sort, except inheri- 
tance taxes. They are legal invest- 
ments for all fiduciary and trust 
funds under federal jurisdiction. 
and for virtually every kind of such 
funds and for savings banks in 
many states.
